HE following letters from Sir Henry Clinton, Knight 
of the Bath, Commander in Chief of his Majefty’s 
forces in North America, to the Right Hon. Lord George 
Germaine, one of his Majeity’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, were this day received by Lieutenant-Colonel Brute, 
one of Sir Henry Clinton’s Aid-de-Camps, who arrived in 
the South Carolina packet. 
Head Quarters, Charleftown, South Carolina, Fune 4, 1780. 
My Lorp, - 
HAD the honour, in my difpatch, No. 88. by the Earl of Lincoln, 
to communicate to your Lordihip the jurrender of Charleftown. I 
am now able to give your Lordibip a return of the prifoners taken, a- 
mounting, as you will obferve, exclufive of near a thoufand failors in 
arms, to 5618 men. 

I informed your Lordfhip, that Lieutenant-General Earl Cornwallis 
‘was to march up the north fide of Santee, whilft another,corps moved 
up the hither thore of that river, towards the diitrict of Ninety Six. 
‘Thete corps are in motion, as welf as one up the Savannah River in 
© Georgia. 
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The troops immediately under his Lartkip "commis have preffed 
fo effeclually upon a body of the rebels, which remainedin the province, 
that the Earl, by detaching his corps of cavalry, and with them the 
Legion Infaittry (rg0unted) has completed the-dettrudtion of every 
thing in arms againft us ia this provines. 

Licytenant- Colonel Tarleton headed this detachment, whofe celeri- 
ty in va march of near an hundred miles in two days.

rolina, the rebel force, commanded by Colonel Butford, confitting of

After the fummons, in which terms fimilar to thofe accepted by 
Charleftown were otfered and pofitively rejected, the action commen- 
ced in a wood; the attacks were pointed at both flanks; the front and 
Referve by 270 cavalry and infantry blended; and, at the fame.in- 
flant, ail were equally wi¢torious, few of the enemy efcaping, except 
the commanding officer’ by a precipitate flight on horfeback.

However it did not enable them to wezther his Majefty’s 
fleet iv much, but the van, led by that good and gallant officer Capt. 

sowyer, about feven in the evening, reached their center, and wa 
followed by Rear-Admiral Rowley’s fquadron, (who then led the van) 
the center and rear of his Maje(ty’s fleet following in order. 

As the enemy were under a preiSof fail, none bnt the van of his Ma- 
jefty’s fleet could come in for any part of the aétion, without waltin 
his Majetty.’s powder and thot, the enemy wantonly expending a deal 
of their’s at fueh a diftance as to have no effeét.

It was unfuitable to their 
Lordthips gravity, and unbecoming their dignity, by haltily agrecing 
to a bill brough: into Parliament in fuch circumitances, and urged by 
fuch indecent and outrazeous threats, to encourage mobs and infurree- 
tions. A bill of fuch importance ought not to be agitated ia a thin 
houfe, and at the end of a feffion ; ‘but in a fill Houte, and at a time 
when there thould be Igifure to give itta patiédt hearing and a full dit- 
éuffion. ‘But that was not the circumftance which. made the deepett 
impreffion on his Grace's mind. He eonfidered the treatment that this 
bill thould meet with as the touchftone by which the nation would 
judge whether the iadependency aad freedom of Parliament were to be 
waintained with vigour; or whether the Parlument were to’Vield to 
the importunities and infolence ‘of every mob.
